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34* District Court holds Romulus 
pre-trial exams in VBT board room

Shortly after 9 a.m. Monday, 33” District 
Court Chief Judge James K. Kersten 
convened the pretrial exams for seven 
Romulus criminal defendants in the Van 
Buren Township Board meeting room. 

VBT Clerk Leon Wright said the 34" 
District Court asked to use the township 
meeting room because they needed a lot 
of space for the exams and the 34" District 
courtrooms were too small. The Romulus 
City Chambers also were too narrow. 

Clerk Wright said the three VBT full-time 
elected officials agreed to let the court use 
the township facility for two full weeks 
to begin the Romulus police corruption 
preliminary exam. 

Although at the beginning of the session, 
Judge Kersten and Prosecuting Attorney 
Lori Dawson suggested the pretrial exams 
for the seven defendants might take three 
or four full weeks of testimony, by the end 
of the day it was determined they would 
try to get it all done in two weeks, but they 
would start at 8:30 a.m. and run until 4:30 
p.m. every weekday. 

The defendants are Romulus police 
officers, the former police chief and his 
wife. Rather than use one of the 34" District 
Court judges, who have had contact with 
the defendants over the years, the visiting 
judge from Woodhaven was brought in. 

There is no metal detector at the entrance 
to the VBT meeting room, but a bailiff 
carried a wand to use if he determines it is 
necessary. On Monday, the audience was 
sparse, but the front of the meeting area was 
wall-to-wall attorneys and defendants. 

Long tables were lined with tightly placed 
chairs for the attorneys and their clients. 
Most clients had more than one attorney. 
At the far north end of the room, the 
prosecuting attorneys and Romulus Police 
Officers in Charge were seated. Behind 
them were camera crews from television 
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channels 4 and 7, with a few assorted 
reporters sprinkled throughout the room. 
Twenty thousand pages of documents 
in binders were lined up on another table, 
as part of the evidence. The judge had a 
matching set of the documents lined up on 
the township board table to his right. 
Prosecutor Dawson asked the television 
crews to blur out the faces and all of the 
journalists not to release the names of 
the Confidential Informants who will 
be testifying, for their own protection

VB School Board lays 
off another round of 
teachers, support staff

At its regular meeting on Monday, the Van 
Buren Public Schools Board of Education 
approved the layoff of 18 teachers and 11 
support staff, with the announcement that 
other staff reductions are coming. 

Trustee Sherry Frazier said she received 
an email that afternoon from Susan Duda 
Osborne, president of the Van Buren 
Education Association, asking the board 
to postpone the layoffs for two weeks until 
the union could discuss the action with the 
administration. 

Board president Martha Toth said she was 
nervous about the board talking about labor 
matters and, “I do not want to provoke an 
unfair labor practice charge.” 

Shonta Langford-Green, the district’s 
director of Human Resources, said once 
the administration determines the layoffs, 
the list is sent to the union and the 
administration responds to its concerns. 

Frazier, a retired teacher, said the union

Sumpter Township Supervisor Johnny 
Vawters is running for reelection this fall 
with the Democratic team that currently is 
running the township — with the addition of 
Don Swinson for trustee. 

Trustee Linda Kennedy, who has been ill 
and has not attended a meeting in a year, 
will not be running for reelection. Swinson 
is taking her place on the team. 

Besides Supervisor Vawters and 
newcomer for trustee Swinson, the team is 
made up of Clerk Clarence Hoffman, Jr., 
Treasurer John Morgan, and Trustees Alan 
Bates, Bill Hamm and Peggy Morgan.

We have Medal of Honor 
recipient at Soop 


To the Editor: 

I saw your front-page photograph and 
caption recognizing the local descendants of 
Civil War soldiers from the Tri-community 
area in this week’s Independent. 

I am unsure if the following information 
was mentioned at Ginger Bruder’s 
presentation last week, but I felt it 
was important enough to bring to your 
attention. 

Van Buren Township has the honor of 
being both the birth place and final resting 
place of a Civil War Medal of Honor 
Recipient. I became aware of this recipient 
several years ago while investigating a 
complaint at a local cemetery. 

Corporal Henry Lewis was born in 
Van Buren Township on December 14, 
1842. Lewis enlisted with the 47" Ohio 
in Adrian, Michigan. On May 3, 1863, 
during the Battle of Vicksburg, Cpl. Lewis 
and a group of volunteers attempted to run 
the Confederate artillery batteries with a 
steam tug and two barges filled with vital 
supplies. For this action, on April 17, 1917, 
Cpl. Lewis was presented with the Medal of 
Honor. Cpl. Lewis passed away on March 
29, 1930 and was laid to rest in the Soop 
Cemetery on Denton Road behind where 
the Diamondback Saloon currently stands. 

Since the creation of the Medal of Honor 
in 1862, it has been bestowed upon only 
3,458 recipients, a great number of these 
posthumously. I would hope that you 
would share this with your readers and 
encourage them to continue to honor the 
service and sacrifice of all of those who 
have served this great nation.

Budd moved, Wright seconded to approve the 
Consent Agenda [Work Study Session Minutes 
April 2, 2012; Closed Session Minutes April 2, 
2012. Regular Board Meeting Minutes April 3, 
2012.] as presented. Carried. 

PUBLIC HEARING: Hart moved, Wright 
seconded to open the public hearing to hear 
public comment on request for Public Act 328 
Property Tax Exemption on Personal Property 
for Constellium Automotive USA, LLC. Roll 
Call Vote. Yeas: Partridge, Ostrowski, Jahr, 
Hart, Budd, Wright and White. Nays: None. 
Absent: None. Carried. 

Supervisor White opened the public hearing at 
7:33 p.m. Supervisor White went to Executive 
Assistant/Assessing Coordinator Stevenson for 
an explanation. Executive Assistant/Assessing 
Coordinator Stevenson stated this public 
hearing is to receive public comment on request 
for Public Act 328 Property Tax Exemption 
for Constellium Automotive USA, LLC on 
Personal Property at 6331 Schooner Drive. This 
building has 154,490 square feet and has been 
vacant since 2006. Constellium manufactures 
aluminum safety components and due to new 
contracts Constellium will be purchasing 
over 20 million dollars of new machinery and 
equipment for the Van Buren site and will be 
adding 75 new jobs. All taxing authorities were 
notified via certified mail of this tax abatement 
request and Van Buren Township has not 
received any objections. Constellium will be 
leasing this building from DeMattia and there 
are no delinquent taxes. Public Act 328 is a 100 
percent exemption on Personal Property and can 
be granted for up to six (6) years. Van Buren 
Township uses a point system to determine 
the number of years the Township grants the 
abatement for and Constellium qualifies for 
a four (4) year tax exemption on personal 
property. A personal property return and report 
showing status of project must be filed annually 
with the Township’s Assessing Department, 
noting there are consequences if the terms of 
the agreement are not met. Public Act 328 was 
created to provide a tax reduction to eligible 
businesses to bring in new business or more 
business to the State of Michigan. A Constellium 
representative presented an overview of the 
worldwide manufacturing company. Michigan 
Economic Development Corporation (MEDC) 
representative gave an overview of the target 
site selection process who partnered with 
Constellium to assist in keeping this company in 
Michigan, noting the tax abatement was part of 


the company’s interest in locating in Van Buren 
Township. MEDC will assist with job fair to 
fill these positions and market these jobs to Van 
Buren Township residents. The Constellium 
representative reviewed the following: 
proposed investment to site including rehab to 
the facility with approximately 1 million dollars 
of tenant improvements; the lease agreement 
with DeMattia for ten years and seven months 
lease with two five year options to extend the 
lease and building expansions; over 20 million 
dollars of investment in equipment; a minimum 
of 75 professional, skilled and semi-skilled jobs. 
Director Carroll stated Van Buren Township has 
a PA 328 tax abatement application process in 
place that uses a point system to determine if 
an applicant is eligible for tax abatement and 
Constellium met the requirements to be granted 
four (4) year personal property tax abatement. 

Board members had the following questions 
and comments. Trustee Partridge requested 
the hours of operations and noise level, the 
Constellium representative stated the operation 
is generally on two shifts through eleven p.m. 
Monday through Friday, with a third shift if 
needed; the equipment is designed to keep the 
noise level low. Trustee Hart inquired how 
many of the employees are transferring from 
other facilities to the Van Buren facility; type 
of jobs; why locating here instead of in the 
south. The Constellium representative stated 
none all 75 jobs are new jobs; reviewed the 
job types; it was a business decision to stay 
in the mid-west. Supervisor White inquired 
when the facility would be at full production; 
when will the start of production and number 
of employees in initial phase. The Constellium 
representative stated full production at the end 
of 2015; will start moving equipment this fall 
with production beginning in spring 2013 with 
23 employees. Trustee Hart stated a Wayne 
County representative was also present tonight 
and the Wayne County representative stated 
the county works closely with MEDC and 
businesses in Wayne County and further stated 
Wayne County supports the Constellium project 
in Van Buren Township. Trustee Hart stated 
adding new jobs will help in the employment 
led recovery in southeastern Michigan. Trustee 
Hart stated residents inquired “Why a company 
so healthy needed a tax break?” and “Why 
can’t township residents be dedicated to these 
jobs?” The Constellium representative stated 
it is an overall business decision after looking 
at a variety of locations; Director Carroll and 
the MEDC representative stated the jobs will 
be advertised locally with a job fair held in the 
township, but cannot require the jobs go only to 
residents. Supervisor White agreed the job fair 
should be held at township hall and bringing 
jobs to the Van Buren Township is important. 

Audience members made the following 
questions and comments. John Delaney stated 
children not jobs should be the concern of the 
township noting the loss of taxes to schools 
and parks; why not wait until the business is 
here for several years prior to considering tax 
abatement. Diane Madigan inquired if a fire 
inspection would be done prior to the facility 
being occupied; Public Safety Committee has 
recommended to the Board hiring two police 
officers to replace officers who have left and this 
abatement gives up tax revenue that should be 
used for Public Safety and schools; if abatement 
is given is there other ways Constellium can 
help the township such as paying for CODE 
RED. Director Carroll stated the facility will 
go through the normal process of inspections. 
Reggie Miller inquired about how the tax 
abatement affects residents and how is tax 
abatement tracked. Supervisor White stated 
tax abatements are legal in Michigan and the 
requestor must meet the requirements and report 


annually to the Township. Executive Assistant 
Stevenson stated the personal property tax is 
abated for four (4) years and the real property 
taxes will still be paid. Treasurer Budd 
explained school taxes go to state and not to the 
school district the state pays school district by 
the head counts and as long as the school district 
has the 18 mills in place the school district, the 
state holds the school district harmless. Allen 
Babosh requested the township check to see if 
residential requirements can be required and 
are these union jobs. Director Carroll stated in 
Michigan a residency requirement is not legal; 
the Constellium representative stated they are 
all non-union jobs. Diane Madigan inquired if 
Constellium will be filing for 198 tax abatement 
on real property. Director Carroll stated they 
are not qualified for 198 tax abatement. Reggie 
Miller inquired how the township tracks 
the contribution to the community from the 
companies who receive the tax abatements. 
Treasurer Budd state L&W is a good example 
of company with a tax abatement who files 
an annual report with the township and tax 
abatements are tracked in the Supervisor’s 
Office. L&W has been a good neighbor and 
have given back to the community. Also, tax 
abatements can be rescinded if they are not 
meeting the terms of the agreement. Larry Fix 
requested an explanation of the PA 328 stating 
this only the first step in the process. Executive 
Assistant Stevenson stated if the Board approves 
the resolution and agreement for the PA 328 tax 
abatement all documents go to the state and the 
state grants the tax abatement. If the Board does 
not approve the tax abatement Constellium can 
appeal to the state and the state can still grant 
the tax abatement noting this could be for 
more years than what the township would have 
approved the tax abatement for. 
There being no further discussion, a motion was 
made to close the public hearing at 8:25 p.m. 
Partridge moved, Ostrowski seconded to close 
the public hearing. Roll Call Vote. Yeas: Jahr, 
Ostrowski, Partridge, Budd, Hart, Wright and 
White. Nays: None. Absent: None. Carried. 
Director Carroll and Engineer Nummer gave 
a presentation regarding changes in the Federal 
Emergency Management Agency (FEMA) 
floodplain maps and requirements for flood 
insurance. A two-step process was presented to 
assist those residents affected by these changes. 
Engineer Nummer has a computer set up in 
the Denton room for residents who are present 
and would like to see where their property is 
on the FEMA floodplain zone map. Director 
Carroll reviewed a proposal from Wade Trim 
for Floodplain Technical Assistance, Survey 
and LOMA preparation certificates.

the prosecution went through the mountains 
of paper evidence. 

Clay testified about her role over the 
years in checking out the “buy money” 
to the various Special Investigative Unit 
officers, until Chief Michael St. Andre took 
over the handling of the cash.

feels the process has not been followed and 
she asked what the harm was in waiting 
another two weeks. 

President Toth, in turn, asked what is the 
good in waiting two weeks, adding, “We 
closed two schools and don’t need as many 
teachers.” 

Treasurer Toni Hunt said this discussion 
really belongs in negotiations, since the 
district currently is negotiating a contract 
with the VBEA. 

School Supt. Michael Van Tassel said 
besides closing two schools, the district 
is re-shifting the classes in two middle 
schools and opening a new high school. He 
said there are so many details to attend to 
that every time they postpone some of the 
simple things, it gets more difficult. 

“I want these people to have an opportunity 
to get a job elsewhere ... I don’t want to get 
into details of people and positions in an 
open meeting,” Supt. Van Tassel said. 

“Some are not going to get called back. 
There will be more that is coming to the 
board,” he said referring to layoffs, adding, 
“Hopefully some will be recalled.” 

Van Tassel said there are 13 teachers paid 
with federal and state funds which takes 
a whole process and if the district can’t 
comply, those funds and teachers will not 
be available. 

“The point in doing it now is to give 
individuals a chance to seek other 
employment,” Lanford-Green said. “We 
hate to give them false hope.” 

Van Tassel said there is a $4.2 million 
deficit next year and, “It’s imperative we 
balance the budget.” 

“I see no harm in reaching out, 
Frazier. 

Van Tassel replied that the union didn’t 
have the courtesy to send him a copy of the 
email Frazier had been quoting. 

“You’re undermining our administration,” 
Toth said to Frazier, “because the 
assumption is they haven’t done it right. 
This is just round 2 of layoffs.” 

Trustee Scott Russell said he can’t discuss 
this email without seeing it, but he trusts 
the administration to do things properly. 

Toth charged that the union tried to go 
over the bargaining team’s head by going 
to the board. 


> said 


Langford-Green stressed the layoffs are 
separate from negotiations, leading Toth 
to state that the board has been speaking 
“loosely” because board members don’t 
know the ins and outs of labor law. 

Frazier said the email concerns her because 
everyone should be getting together during 
these difficult times. Frazier said if the 
board won’t work with the union, in the 
future it may not want to work with the 
board. 

“I think you’ve done a lot of damage 
tonight,” Toth said to Frazier. 

The board unanimously approved the 
support staff changes, but voted 6-1 on the 
instructional staff changes, with Frazier 
voting no. 

Because comments on agenda items are 
not allowed until this point in the agenda, 
Osborne could not speak before their vote. 

She said the bargaining and layoff 
procedures now are completely different 
than they have been in the past. She said 
she called Langford-Green to tell her ahead 
of time what she would be saying at the 
meeting, although the email wasn’t sent to 
the superintendent. 

Osborne said in the past the union has 
overseen or reviewed layoffs. 

Langford-Green said that is not a 
requirement in the contract for the union to 
be involved in staffing decisions. 

“In the past, we were IN THE ROOM” 
when decisions were made, Osborne said, 
adding the layoffs were immediately known 
to them and they contacted their members 
before it went to the board. 

This year, she said the number of staffing 
needed is unknown to the union, where 
they knew the numbers in the past. The 
union has not been invited to oversee or 
review the layoffs. 

She said the union realizes there will be 
continual cuts in staffing, but they need to 
know the numbers to avoid unnecessary 
layoffs. She said many teachers are seeking 
other jobs, including herself, since they 
know elective subjects will have to be cut. 

Langford-Green said they don’t have the 
numbers at every building yet and they are 
looking at cutting additional programs. 

“Giving a number is not something I’m 
able to do,” she said. “But we do know 
some things. Other layoffs are coming. I 
would like to let people who are being laid 
off know sooner rather than later.” 


MOVE IN SPECIAL! 


Van Tassel said in the past layoffs had 
been announced later in the year, which is 
not a good thing for those who would need 
to seek other employment. 

He said they have yet to address student 
count, which is dropping. 

Toth said with the middle schools being 
reconfigured, the new high school, the 
moving of Gifted and Talented classes, and 
closing of two elementaries, most students 
are moving. And, they won’t know the 
number of students they will have in the 
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district until they see the whites of their 
eyes in the fall.

Question from Richard in Westland: I 
bought a second home for my daughter to 
live in a few years ago. She was paying the 
payments on the mortgage. She moved out 
of the home recently and I cannot afford 
the payments with my own house payment. 
I do not want to get into renting it. Can I 
sell this second home on a short sale, even 
though I do not live in it? 

Answer: YES. You can sell it on a 
short sale if your financial situation does 
not provide enough income for you to 
pay a second mortgage, thus creating a 
hardship. The process of the short sale will 
require you to substantiate your income 
and monthly debts as well as assets to your 
mortgage lender. This includes providing 
tax returns, bank statements, income 
verification and other information from 
you to approve the short sale hardship you 
have. 

You should talk with your bank to let 
them know that you are wanting to do 
a short sale and also you will need to 
contact a Realtor who does short sales, 
and will work with you and your lender 
to initiate the paperwork needed on your 
behalf to complete the procedure of the 
short sale. 

Please understand that the short sale can 
take some months to be approved. Good
